Hake in thinner luy- 
ers than you would f'S - the regular 
fruit shortcake and split und butter 
generously as soon ns baked. Whllo 
the cake is linking scald the liquor 
that you have drained from a quart of 
oysters, uud In another saucepan h«*ut 
a cupful of milk and half a cupful of 
c ream. Just as this mixture tiegius to 
boll add a tablespoonful of butter 
uud a tablespooiiful of flour that 
have previously been rubbed together 
and stir until It becomes smooth and 
thick. Now, turn to the seuldtng 
oyster liquor and, having skimmed it 
c* "•fully, add a tableapoonful of but- 
ter, some salt nml pepper and ttuully 
the oysters. I.et them stay cooking a 
few minutes only, then remove them, 
cover the layers of shortcake with 
them, place the two layers together, 
one ou top of the other, and pour the 
hot suuce over ull. Serve. Immediately, 
that It may have no time in which to 
cool.
